The demeanor of the servants at the. 
Gran Hotel do Paris teaches ii whole- 
some lesson to those who find cause of 
complaint on this head in American ho- 
tels. There were two in iho dining 
room, a niiui and a maid— the latter a 
most slatternly person, who dressed 
her hair elaboratoly overy afternoon 
und stuck u flower in it, without chang- 
ing her soiled apron; next morning the 
nprou was still tnoro soiled, the hair 
was rough, and the flower was fadod 
but still thore. The waiter was trim- 
mer, spoke a little French, and was 
called El Cuico on account of his statue, 
liko Boabdil, the last of the Moorish 
kings. This pair used to present them- 
selves a quarter of an hour after the 
boll sounded for a meal, and lean on 
eithor side of a largo arched doorway 
communicaling with tho pantry, which 
opened into the kitchen, and amuse 
themselves with our impatieuco as the 
food was not sorvod for another fifteen 
minutes. The boarders who wore ap- 
parently oflieors in garrison, lawyers, 
and men of business who messed thcro 
and lodged elsewhere, would remon- 
strate good-huinoredly at lirst, and 
then grumble. The servants, leaning 
against tho door-posts, laughed and 
cnafled them, ironically congratulating 
them on their appetite, and inquiring 
if thoy would have their food now or 
wait unil they could get it, with similar 
facetwi. Once during tho midday 
breakfast, which corresponds to lunch- 
eon in England and America, a burst 
of military music and the measured 
tramp of feet aunouncod that sol- 
diers wero passing. The servants 
immediately set down tho dishes 
•they were serving, ran to a window, 
threw it open, and steppod upon the 
balcony, whore thoy remained talking, 
laughing, and looking at the regiment, 
until it was out of sifrht. The meeker 
spirited of tho guests joined them, fol- 
lowing thorn back into the room when 
they deigned to return. Before the re- 
past was over the drums wero heard 
again; out rushed the servants; nobody 
else stirred, and a gloom fell on the 
company; but it did not in tho least 
disturb tho cheerfulness of tho couple 
on the balcony, who came back at their 
own pleasure, chatting gaily with each 
other, as nobody else would speak to 
them. This was my introduction to 
the extraordinary democracy of man- 
ners which prevails throughout tho 
most aristocratic and top-lofty society 
in the Old World. — July Atlantic.

HIDING WHISKY IN CON- 
NECTICUT. 

Ingenious Cont I'ivanoes of Illegal Li- 
quor Dealers — A "Wonderful 
Barrel. 

Tho evasion of the cast-iron Con- 
necticut licenso Law, and tho hunting 
down of offenders by the prosecuting 
agents, greedy for the $5 bounty paid 
in overy proven case of illegal liquor 
selling, furnish many novel episodes. 
To successfully evade the law tho sa- 
loon keeper must not only have his li- 
quor hidden so as to defy the keenest 
search, both day and night, but ho 
must be constantly on guard atrainst 
spies in the employ of prosocutiug otl'v- 
cers. In spito of all difficulties, thero 
is hardly a village in eastern Connecti- 
cut in which there are not violators of 
the law, who make a good living be- 
sides paying heavy after tho agouts 
have hunted them down. Tho largo 
factory villages iu which t.ho no licence 
system is in force are a fruitful lieid 
for illegal liquor soiling. Tho omployos 
aro crazy for alcoholic stimuleuts, aud 
any one who is able to furnish it to 
them is sure of from $2,000 to $7,000 a 
year. The business is sometimes done 
by tho proprietor of a village restau- 
rant, but oftener by u mill hand, a free- 
and-easy fellow with a largo cirelo of 
r.cquaintnneos. In Occum. n village a 
village a few miles north of Norwich, a 
jolly young Frenchman, Moses Lam- 
bert, was convicted in tho Norwich city 
court of sixteen distinct violations of 
tho liquor law iu one year, and was 
sentenced to pay lines and costs iu 
enuh ease ranging from $00 to $120. 
In all his cases Tie appealed to tho su- 
perior court, and nearly all of them 
woro marked oil' the docket of that 
court by tho district attorney, the usual 
fate of cases brought by prosecuting 
agents. Notwithstanding his draw- 
backs, Lambert makes money. Ha 
smuggles his whisky into the village at 
night. 

The bunt for illegal dealers is going 
on continually, the raids being made 
generally just before daybreak by 
agents who have ridden in light bug- 
gies all uight. Two men, the agent 
and his deputy sheriff, ride together. 
Tho suspected man is awakened by a 
clattering at his back door. The de- 
mand follows: "Open your house. Wo 
are liquor officers." He hastily com- 
plies and the officers search tho dwell- 
ing, by tiie light of a lamp carried by 
tho owner, from collar to garret. Not 
a cranny escapes inspection. Closets 
anil pantries are invaded, wearing ap- 

Earel is searched, feather nud straw 
eds are ripped open, floor boards are 
taken up, tables are sounded for double 
drawers, tho hearthstone is pried up 
and the chimney peored into. Next tho 
barn and horse stables, the hay loft 
and the well are searched, and thon 
sink drains and stone walls are lookod 
after, the proprietor assisting in the 
search and cracking jokes at tho offi- 
cers' expense. 

Often a cunning liquor seller will 
hoodwink the agents for years before 
(he hiding place of his liquors is fer- 
reted out. It had been long suspeoted 
that Eli Si. George, of Putnam, in 
Windham county, whs selling liquor 
contrary lo the law. His house was 
visited by squads of men at all hours, 
who apparently had no business with 
him, but several searches instigated by 
spies resulted fruitlessly. Oti last Sat- 
urday Constable Davis aud Herman 
Carver entered St. George's place, and 
after a long smirch discovered a pipo 
in the ceiling of his reception room. 
By pulling up boards aud tearing away 
plastering they traced it to a tank con- 
taining several galloUH of whisky be- 
tween the floors In an upper story. On 
the same day these officers surprised 
Anthony Murby, in the same village. 
Anthony welcomed them with a smilo 
and said: "Search ail you want to.gon- 
tlemen; you'll find no rum about my 
place. There is nothing stronger than 
cidor here and that is iu that barrel 
over there." 

He pointed carelessly to a eider cask 
in the corner of the room. Tho oflieors 
looked tho casK over carefully and 
smelt of it. 

"Got a glass. Andy," said one of 
them. Andy got tho class and the of- 
ficer turned the spiggot. Out ran a 
stream of sour old cider. Next tho 
officer got a hammer and knocked out 
tho bung. Ho lowered his official noso 
into tho vent. "Cider, truo's yor 
born!" was his comment. Then he no- 
cod a peg in tho rear end of tho barrol. 
"Might as woll try this, too, Andy," 
he said. Mr. Murphy's countenance 
foil. Tho peg was pulled out and tho 
constable drew a glassful of Old Crow 
whisky. 

Quite a barrel." ho said, gotting off 
his knees. "Did you invent it, Andy? 
Going to got a patent?" 

Thero wero two apartments in the 
cask. 

A fow weeks ago prosecuting oflieors, 
after searching a boarding house in tho 
early dawn ut Versailles, and descend- 
ing to the broad kitchen, noticed that 
tho dining table was singularly corpu- 
lent. They rolled It over two or throe 
times, thoru was a clashing of wicker- 
covered glass and a gallon of whisky 
trickled out on the floor. 



"Walking for n Fortune. 

John Henzel, son of a wealthy North 
Bergen farmer, quarreled with his 
father because ho desired to marry a 
pretty young lady who had the disad- 
vantage of being poor, and went west 
to seek wealth four years ago. Tho 
old gentleman relented of his hardness 
to tho boy after his departure, and 
when ho died a few weeks ago left his 
estate, valued at $100,000 to the son. 
Young Henzel, while in "Milwaukoe, 
saw nn advertisement asking for infor- 
mation about him, and ho decided to 
start for the east. He had monoy 
enough to defray his oxpeuses, but ho 
was robbed in a cheap boarding-house 
and left penniless. There was nothing 
for him to do but make his way back 
afoot Ho arrived in Jersey City a day 
or two ago, footsore and weary, and 
has claimed his inheritance.

To enable tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria to raise the sum of One Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars for the pur- 
poses therein sot forth. 



WHEREAS TIIE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF 
the Corporatiou of tlu City of Victoria lias 
resolved to raise the following sums of money, aggre- 
gating JIOO.OOO, for tho following purposes, respec- 
tively:— 

For the purpose- of constructing a low and high 
dervice Reservoir, and ex tending r.;;d carrying on 
Water Works for the supply of Water to Uie City of 
Vle-torla, tho Bum ol $'0,000. 

For such Plan or Schedule as may ho approved and 
accepted by tho Corporation to provide an etHcient 
system of Drainage for the- City ot Victoria, the sum 
of 86,000. 

For the erection and maintenance of a building ad- 
oining the City llu.ll fora I'ollcc HarrackB and Lock- 
up for the said City, the sum of £26,000. 

For purchasing the Electric l ight Plant, as pro- 
vided by the Electric Light By law, 18S3, the sum of 
312,500. 

Aud lor the improvement and construction of 
Streets ond Bridges, tho sum of $7,500. 

And whereas It will require the sum of (9,222 to bo 
raised annually by special rato for the payment of 
the said debt and Interest thereon, as la hereinafter 
mentioned. 

And whereas the amount of the whole ratable pro- 
perty of the said Corporatiou of the City of Victoria, 
according to the last revised assessment roll, being 
for the year 18S3, was $2,800,676, irrespective of any 
future Increase of tho rateable property of the Muni- 
cipality and of any Income In the nature of tolls, in- 
terest or dividends from the work, and alio irrespec- 
tive of any Income from the temporary investment 
of the sinking fund or any part thereof. 

And whereas for paying tho Interest and creating 
an equal yearly sinking fund for paving the said 
principal sum of 3100,000 and interest, as hereinafter 
mentioned, it will require an equal annual special 
rato of one-third of one per cent, in the dollar. 

11B it tiixkbfohk KSAOTKD by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of the City of Victoria: 

1. That It shall be lawful for tho -Mayor ul tho City 
of Victoria to raise by way of loan from any person 
or persons, body, or bodies corporate, who may be 
willing to advance the same upon the credit of the 
debentures hereinafter mentioned, a stun of money 
not exceeding in the whole th« anm nf S'nn nnn, and 
cause tile same to be paid into tho hands of the Trea- 
surer of tho (aid Corporation for the purposes and 
with the objects above recited. 

2. That it shall be lawful for the said Mayor to 
caujo any number of debentures to be made for sucil 
Hums of money as may be required, not less than 
$100 each, and that the said debentures shall he seal- 
ed with the seal of the said Corporation of the City 
ot Victoria and be signed bj the Mayor ol the said 
Corporation. 

3. That the Bald debentures shall ha mude payable 
in twenty years at furthest from the day herein- 
after mentioned (or this By-lav. to take effect, at tho 
office of tho Treasurer of the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria, and shall have attached to them coupons 
for the payment of the Interest 

4. That the said debentures shall bear intorost at 
and after the rate of five and one half per centum 
per annum from the date thereof, which interest 
shall be payable half-yearly at the ofHce of the Trea- 
surer of the Municipality. 

6. That lor the purpuse of forming a sin king (und 
for the payment of the 8&ld debentures ami the in- 
terest at the rate lforesald to become due thereon, an 
equal special rate o! one-third ol one per cent, in tho 
dollar shall. In addition to other rates, bo raised, 
levied and collected in each year upon all rateable 
property In tho said Municipality during the contin- 
uance of tho aald debentures or any of them. 

6. It shall be lawful for the said Municipal Coun- 
cil fro n time to time to repurchase any of tho said 
debenturcj, and such debentures shall be so express- 
ed as to entitle tho said Council to redeem and pur- 
cboso the same on paying the amount thereof and 
Interest duo thereon to the date of purchase to the 
holder or holders thereof, and all debentures so re- 
purchased shall be forthwith cancelled and destroyed 
and no ro-lssuc of debentures shall he made In couat- 
quence of such repurchase. 

7. That thiB By-law shall take effect and como into 
operation upju the 16th day of September, > 8S-*. 

8. llils By-law may be cited for all purpose* as 
"The Victoria Loan By-law, 1S34."

EXHIBITS OF CANADIAN A01U- 
CULTUEAL PRODUCE IN 
ENGLAND. 

Tho High Commissioner, Sir Charles 
Tapper, is taking advantage of every op- 
portunity to lay the vast resources of the 
Dominion before agriculturalists and other 
classes required in the Dominion. Acting 
under his instructions Mr. Dyke, the agent 
of the Canadian government in Liverpool, 
made a very interesting exhibit at the lloyal 
Agricultural Show, which lias just been held 
at Shrewsbury and which is usually attend- 
ed by several hundred thousand* farmers 
and others. The Shrewsbury 01>*~"' ?> . 
the leading newspaper ; - Cue district, has 
the follpwiiiy reference to the display made: 

Stand 282'. — The Government of the Do- 
minion of Canada, Victoria Chambers, Can- 
ada. — This is one of the most interesting 
and attractive stands on the ground. It 
has a handsome decorated front, and speci- 
mens of Canadian farm and agricultural 
produce from all the provinces in the Do- 
minion arc here shown. There are special 
departments for the productions of Mani- 
toba, Nova Scotia, British Columbia, Prince 
Edward Island, aud Ontario, and visitors to 
the Btand will bo certain to obtain a large 
amount of information and instruction with 
reference to the products and prospects of 
the enterprising and wealthy colony of 
Canada. The principal features on the 
stand are samples of Canadian-grown tim- 
ber, hut perhaps what is worthy of very 
special notice is a magnificent collection of 
grain in the ear. There are 00 varieties 
shown, and no better evidence could be 
given as to the agricultural capacity of the 
country. The straw is long and bright, 
and the ears full formed as to the grain that 
is shown in glass-covered eases, and a sam- 
ple of two-rued bai ley in one case is super- 
ior to anything ever seen. There are also 
specimens of Canadian minerals, including 
anthracite coal from the Rocky Mountains, 
which lias now been reached by the Canad- 
ian Pacific Railway There are also several 
.specimens of Canadian soil taken from beds 
four feet deep, at intervals of 20 miles be- 
tween Winnipeg and the Rocky Mountains. 
This shows how rich are the alluvial de- 
posits over a district 2,000 miles long, and 
how inexhaustible must be the growing ca- 
pacity of this virgin land. 

WEST COAST COMMUNICATION. 

Twenty settlers of Alberni have request- 
ed the government to aid in the mainten- 
ance of a regular steamer for the west 
coast. Their petition we publish this 
morning. The government should accede 
to the request for opening a means of com- 
munication with the west side of the island, 
as the wisdom of the plan can hardly lie 
doubted. We have endeavored before to 
call attention to the necessity of offering 
every inducement to settlement oy the is- 
land. The establishment of a steamer 
lino on the east coast was attended with 
such successful results that we should not 
be afraid to adopt the same system for the 
west coast. A large and thrifty community 
is certain to grow up there if the encourage- 
ment asked by the petitioners is given. 



Under Which King! 

To tub Editor. — In the March and 
June (1884) number of the Parish Maga- 
zine the following passage occurs under 
the title of Church Proverbs: — "It was the 
Romish church which introduced the crape 
or bombazine gown, and they were Rom- 
ish monks who first wore it It was a 
remarkable sight to see these saintly 
priests iti crape, walking about in their 
clerical gowns, familiar to everybody, aud 
in many cases living epistles, known and 
read and loved by everybody." 

Now, sir, 1 want to know what kind of 
an institution this Church of England is, 
which thus eulogises the Roman Catholic 
priesthood. We know it is not Roman 
Catholic, for Rome will have nothing to 
do with it; and yet this same institution 
on other occasions, and while borrowing in 
her liturgy the very language of the 
Roman missal, does not hesitate to de- 
ride the authority and teachings of the 
Romtin Catholic church. Perhaps the 
solution is to he found in the circumstance 
that the present stale church of England

EsquimaU harbor yesterday was the 
theatre of ono of the most interesting 
scenes that, has ever boen witnessed on 
tho northern coast. The occasion was tho 
second and preaumably the successful at- 
tempt to raise the sunken steamship 
Umatilla. Tho scene on board and about 
the submerged steamer waa one of great 
activity. Tho vessel, encased in a coffer- 
dam, lay on her aide at an angle of about 
'30 degrees, like some huge sea-monster, 
only tho smoke-stack, part of the 
bridge and the port sido appearing above 
the water when tho operations began. 
Drawn up alongside were the al earners 
Alexander and Whi'ehtw. between which 
and the shore row boats tilled with sight- 
seers wore continually coining nnd going. 
By the courtesy of the connn tiulera of the 
Swiftsure and Mutine, the sailors and 
marines of those ships performed all tho 
labors at the hand-pumps and tho wind- 
lasses. Tho large crows enabled them to 
provide several relays, so that tho sailors 
wore relieved at intervals, and the opera- 
tions kept underway. There were from 
eight to ten men at each pump, forming 
a continuous line along the starboard sale, 
(in the port sido wure large ateatn pumps, 
belching forth tremendous streams of 
water. 

The whole scone was niont interesting, 
and even exciting. The eye was con- 
stantly being caught by some new attrac- 
tion. Now, it was a diver descending to 
discover and repair some leak, his hideous 
headpiece and other paraphernalia giving 
him the appearance of a repulsive sea 
animal. There were live or si\ divers in 
attendance at tho wreck, and their labors 
were by no means tho least interesting 
part of the spectacle. When one would 
plunge bolow tho surface his uiove nents 
were followed by watching tho air bubbles 
that rose till the signal waa given, when, 
by means of a windlass on a floating raft, 
he was drawn out of tho depths and re- 
lieved of his cumbrous headdress. Next, 
a fiush buatload of sailors would pull oil 
from the flagship, and their agile move 
mollis would be watched by the spectators 
till they reached tho vessel and scrambled 
nimbly up tho side to relieve their com- 
rades. These furces were under the 
direction of Commander Henderson. On 
board the Alexander were Admiral Lyons, 
Captain Mainwarmg and other officers of 
the fleet, Mr. Dunsmuir and many citi- 
zens. Flag and bugle signals were con- 
stantly exchanged between the steamer 
and the acows and rafts in different parts 
of the harbor. The bright sun shone on 
the dancing waves which wore almost aa 
blue as tho sky above, nnd the animated 
operations at tho wreck, aet off by the 
charming acenory, made a picture that 
will not soon be forgotten by those who 
witnessed it. 

TUK WOKK. 

The operations began early in the morn- 
ing, when tho powerful tug Alexander 
was moored alongside the Umatilla for the 
purpose of supplying steam to three pumps [ 
which had been placed amidships and | 
forward on tho deck of the submerged 
vessel. The tug Whitelaw with a power- 
ful centrifugal pump and one of smaller 
calibre was moored aft. In addition to the 
steam pumps there were Hi wooden hand 
pumps which had boen manned by blue- 
jackets and marines. The total pumping 
apucity on beard at the hour of starting 
iIk-m! 'J a.m.) was 43 tuns a miuiile. 
From tho mastheads of the Umatilla to 
oats or scows about one hundred 

rds distant wore extended two huge 
chain cables. On the acowa wore sta tinn- 
ed windlasses manned by blue-jackets. 
After the pumps had been running for 
about 20 minutes the cables were observed 
to slacken ;the windlasses were then set m 
motion and the slack taken up. In half 
an hour after the pumps had started it be- 
came apparent that inch by inch the ves- 
sel waa being righted. Soon portions of 
the deck which had been dry since tho 
memorable night on the 10th of Febru- 
ary last, when tho vessel went down "all 
standing" in EsquimaU harbor, liegan to 
appear above the watur. At 11 o'clock 
the ship had risen more than throe feet 
towards an even keel and at 1 o'clock tho 
advance was four feet. While these opor - 
ati'JUS were in progress divers were kept 
constantly moving about ihe aides of tho 
wreck stopping small leaks. The coffer- 
dam stood the strain well It was built I 
under water by divers, and ia well braced 
and caulked. Atl 10 o'clock the water I 
within the ship was several feet bolow the 
water of the harbor and was steadily de- 
creasing although the title was rapidly 
rising. | 

Admiral Lyons with the officers of H. 
M. S. ships were on board I he Alexander 
and watched tho operations with a keen 
interest not unmixed with anxiety, and 
when it became evident that the ship was 
really moving and that the labors of tho 
contractor, Mr. Whitelaw, and Mr. (Jhis- j 
holm, Lloyds' representative, wore about 
to be crowned with success congratulations 
were exchanged and ovory face beamed 
with satisfaction. The services of the 
blue-jackets and marines wore freely plac- 
ed at the disposal of the contrite 
tor by the admiral, the statement in this 
and other newspapers to tho olloct that 
they wore "hired" being entirely incor- 
rect, 

THE RESULTS. 

Much delay was caused by the frequent j 
breaking of the centrifugal pump at the 
stern of the wreck. The other steam pumps 
performed their duty well. At :i o'clock 
tho tide was at its height and the wreck bad ; 
risen so that the water no longer flowed | 
over the starboard coffer-dam. Pumping 
was suspended ami tho sluicegates were I 
opened to allow the water to flow in and, 
out. The Umatilla when the pumping be- 
gun lay at an angle of 111) degrees. She has 
been lifted nine feet and lies almost on un 
even keel. To-day work will be resumed 
and it is hoped that before ovening the 
steamship will be floated and beached. 

Yesterday's operations were in every way 
satisfactory. ('apt. Chisholni and Mr. 
Whitelaw are to he congratulated upon, 
and Admiral Lyons, his officers and men 
sincerely thanked for, Ihe splendid results 
achieved. 

The animal life in and on the Umatilla 
as the decks were coining out of water 
surprised the meat experienced wrecker, 
There were myriads of salmon, sea-eggs, 
barnacles, shrimp, marine worina, fast to 
the planking or swimming about inside 
the cofferdam. The pumps dredged up 
liah by tho thousand, some in a sadly and 
mutilated condition, and others alivo and 
swimming. The weight of the Umatilla, 
with the water in her, is estimated at 
11,000 tons or 22,000,000 pounds. 

THU DISASTER 

The particulars of tho disaster which 
ended in bringing the Umatilla to grief at 
the bottom of EsquimaU harbor are of a 
nature so extraordinary that they will 



boar repetition now. The Umatilla was 
built by the Oregon Improvement Com- 
pany to carry coal between Seattle and 
Sau Francisco. She is a comparatively 
now iron vessel of 21-10 tons. She left 
San Francisco on her last voyage to 
Puget Sound on the Cth of February last, 
with some 1100 tons of freight for Souud 
consignees on board. She was command- 
ed by Capt. Worth, her chief officer being 
John A. O'Reilly. All things went well 
until at 8:30 o'clock on Saturday morning, 
tho 9th of February, when during tho pre- 
valence of a blinding snow Htorm tho 
steamer atruck on Capo Flattery rocks, 
tho wind blowing freah from the norlh- 
weat. Tho captain immediately oidired 
the boats to be lowered. The crew con- 
sisted of 12 fireman, 3 sailors, 2 quarter- 
masters and the steward and his wife. 
There waa a heavy sea on at the time and 
aa the vessel began to till it was decided to 
abandon tho aliip. Mr. Greenleaf, the 
2d officer, went in the first boat, the cap- 
tain with ihe rest of the crow following in 
the second boat. Mr. O'Brien, 1st offi- 
cer, with two sailors, Hauloil and a 
German named hardness, got of! on a life 
raft. The snow pqual cleared up momen- 
tarily, but afterwards came on again, and 
tho men on the life-raft lost sight of tho 
captain's boat before a landing had been 
made. The first officer and Hanlon and 
Hardness then went oil' on the raft and 
regained the vessel, which was then afloat, 
and set tho head Bails. Soon afterwards 
the sealing schooner Champion boarded 
the Htoauier off Cape Flattery, and found 
her headed for Portland. The mate told 
him what had happened and said there 
were only two men and himself on board. 
They sounded the pumps and found thoro 
w ore J8 feet of water in the hold, fore and 
aft, but none it) the engine or fire-room. 
The steamer Wellington afterwards came 
along at about 5 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon and took tho Umatilla in tow and 
brought her into EsquimaU. She had 
then two sails ovor her bows and tho 
anchor was lot go. At 2:30 on Sunday 
morning a sailor was asleep on board tbo 
steamer, when ho aw. ko and found water 
in his bunk, lie put on Ills gum boots 
and went on deck, when ho found those 
on board getting into a boat, which waa 
alongside, and he followed suit; a boat 
from H. M. S. Heroine came alongside nt 
this time, but in a few minutes the ves- 
sel had heeled over and sunk. Neither 
the Brut officer nor the men on board had 
time to save anything before the vussul 
went down. Two days afterwards Capt. 
Worth and the rest of the officers and 
crew reached Port Townaend, where 
they learned that the ship which they sup- 
posed had gone to pieces oil' (.'ape Flattery 
was lying in quiel watsr at the bottom of 
EsquimaU harbor. The vessel wan con- 
demned; but as silo was insured for 
l'tiO,()00 tho English underwriters sent 
Capt. Chisholni out to report on the 
probability of raising ihe wreck. Capt. 
Chisholni awiudod ihe contract to Mr. 
Whitelaw of Sun Francisco, and that gen 
tloinan has been constantly engaged ever 
since in approaching the operations which 
were attended with so much success yes- 
terday.

KILLS A C0XJNT.EYM .'.■.N AND RE- 
FUSING TO SE TAKEN 

Is Wnsbed Out hy a Steam 
Vive Engine. 



The Portland Oregonian gives an ac- 
count of the murder of a Chinaman in that J 
city, the resistance of the murderer and 
his final capture by novel means adopted j 
by the officers. The murderer is Leo 1 
Sung. His victim was shot in a Chinese 
^ambling house. Sung fled to Chinatown ' 
and fortified himself in a house. When | 
the officers attempted to enter the room at 
the rear where tho desperate fellow was 
concealed he shot at them. Policeman 
Morgan returned one shot and Policemen I 
Tennant and .lames arriving a regular fu- 
silade was opened on tho fellow, who, ow- ! 
ing to the darkness of the room, could not j 
he seen. He returned the tiro in good j 
stylo, the bullets whistling past tho heads 
of the officers, none of whom were hit. 
Policeman James went round to tho rear 
of tho shanty and tore a hole in the 
wall through which Sung at once began 
firing. Some dozen or m u-e shots wore 
fired by him, and about three times that 
many hy the police, one of which took 
ofi'eot in the back ui Lee Sung's leg, caus- 
ing him to give aery of pun. Seeing that 
it was like!}' to cost the lives of some good 
men to capture the murderer Chief Par- 
rish determined to drown him out, and at 
his request Engine Co. No. 1 laid a hose 
from a hydrant and turned a stream into 
the building. This seemed to dampen 
Sung's ardor and stopped his lire. At 
length Kiernati.who had iho nozzle, got a 
sight of the murderer and brought tho 
stream to bear directly on him and he soon 
gave in and told Chief of Police Parrish 
that if he would not let the crowd hurt him 
he would come oat. He accordingly came 
out in ii very naked condition, surrender- 
ed to the chief and was taken to the city 
jail. lie was armed with an old style 
Colt'a navy revolver, 32 caliber and two 
large knives. He expressed a determina- 
tion to take his own life and was accord- 
ingly handcuffed The murderer Loo 
Sung belongs to the Leo company, tho 
most powerful nf them all, who own tho I 
gambling house in which the murder oc- 
currod. He is the same follow who shot 
at Policeman Putnam in a hallway hero 
about two years ago. Ho was sent to tho j 
penitentiary for tins aet and had not long 
boon discharged from that place. 

The murdered man, Wong Bing, was a 
member of the '"ivTmg company. He met I 
Leo Sung in the penitentiary , having been 
sent up there for pounding a friend over i 
the head with an iron bar. As ho got only, 
only one year for t his assault he loft Loo 
Sung thoro. Last year a Chinawoman be- 
longing to the Lee company escaped from 
Jacksonville and came here. Wong Bin 
married her and escaped the vengeance of 
the Leo company hy going off to San 
Francisco with bis bride. He returned 
not long since and was yesterday in the 
room where he was killed, whore Loe 
Sung and Loo Toy lay in wait for him, and 
as he rose to roach his hat preparatory to 
going out Leo Sung shot him in tho back. 

Hamilton Shot —Charles Hamilton 
who was wanted at Portland for murder- 
ing a man in a bad house, was executed at 
tho City of Mexico, Saturday, for tho 
murder of, a soldier. Twelve men wore 
detailed from the company to which tho 
soldier belonged, to act as his execution- 
ers. He died game, seating himself on 
his cofliti and refusing to havo hia oyes 
bandaged. Six of the rifles were loaded 
with ball and cartridges and six with blank 
cartridges. Six bullets pierced the breast 

j of Hamilton and ended tho life of a mur-

Petition to ihe Government for 
Steam Communication. 

Following is tho copy of n petition 
which was yesterday received by Mr. M. 
T. Johnston (Findlay, Durham & Brodie) 
from settlers on the west coast, and by 
him forwarded to Hun. Mr. Sinithe: 

Ai.heu.ni, Vakcocvgu Island, 
28th July, 1884. 
To tho Hon. Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works: 

Slit — We, tho undersigned; residents of 
Alberni and Barclay sound, beg to ad- 
dress you on a subject which is of vital 
importance to us, and is also wort! y of 
consideration in the interest of tho 
province. We refer to the necessity of 
establishing some regular meiuia and ways 
of communication with this growing dis- 
trict. 

Vessels du not come to Alberni with 
any regularity, and Bomutimes ii year 
elapses between their visits. Communi- 
cation by way nf Nanaimo is extremely 
dillioult, the distance to that place being 
nearly fifty miles, over a trail which is 
carried over Bleep mountains, ami is much 
impeded by brush and fallen timber, and 
which is impassable at times during the 
winter months. 

Tho absence of any regular means of 
communication with Victoria is deterring 
settlors from taking up lands in a district 
in which there is room for at least one 
hundred settlers, as no established means 
of getting supplies or provisions or of 
sending pioduce to market exists. 

V\ ore regular communication estab- 
lished, we believe the lands in the district, 
which are extensive and well adapted for 
farming, would be rapidly settled up, and 
a settlement of much importance to the 
province would aeon be formed. 

We have reason to believe thai monthly 
communication by steamer could be se- 
cured by the payment of a small subsidy, 
and were this obtained great advantages 
would bo derived therefrom by tho settle- 
ment, as mails could be carried that way. 
and easy means of obtaining supplies and 
of sending nroduce to market would be 
afforded. 

We fool convinced that your recent visit 
to the district impressed you with the im 
portance of establishing communication 
and thus encouraging people to settle 
here, and we therefore feel assured that 
this matter will receive your early and 
earnest consideration.

At last Mr. French was goaded into takii g 
an action, and aftcv many delays the 
judges were compelled to remove the cai-o 
from the list. Meantime tho government 
was called upon day after day, and in 
issue after issue of United Ireland, to 
prosecute Mr. French. The next step 
was in the house of commons. Mr. 
O'Brien was anxious to make a general 
motion to tho effect that ho would call at- 
tention of the government toward "cer- 
tain officials" ill .Ireland. Tho speaker re- 
fused to accept, tbia motion aa too general 
in terms, and Compelled Mr. O'Brien to 
mention a number of names. Mr. O'Brien 
desired to charge Mr. French and Mr. 
Cornwall, tho secretary of tho postofHce, 
with 

one class of crimk: 
but he also wished to attack the govern- 
ment for there "toleration"of Mr. George 
Bolton for quite a different kind of of- 
fence. Mr. O'Brien was compelled by 
the ruling of the speaker to lump Messrs. 
Bolton with French and Cornwall in tho 
motion, but he publicly protested in the 
house of commons against being compelled 
to take this course. 'Ihen in his news- 
paper he coupled the three men together 
in a paragraph and styled them all "fel- 
ons." Mr. Bolton then brought an action 
for libel against Mr. O'Brien. in thocouiae 
of which he waa lined L'500 for contempt 
of court. Hia friends at onco offered to 
pay this tine but Mr. O'Brien rosolutoly 
refused to allow this course to bo taken. 
He had two reasons. The first was that 
if the lines were paid in this manner it 
would bo a "new tax on the nationalists 
of Ireland.' The second reason is that 
Mr. O'Brien lias no property in Ireland, 
United Ireland being the property, not of 
himself, but of a company. Nor does it 
seem possible for the court to obtain his 
arrest in L union while he ia attending 
parliament in the discharge of his duties.

Mallandaine vs. Wong Chong & Co. —

NOVA SCOTIA. 
Halifax, N. S., Aug. 7. — The govern- 
ment str. Newfield arrived to-night from 
Sable island with 230 passengers and 
members of the crow of the steamer Am- 
sterdam which was wrecked on Wednes- 
day night ou a sandbank 150 miles dis- 
tant. The ship suddenly grounded on an 
unseen bar, no land or lightnouse being 
visible.

aatistied themselves thero would be no 
hope of aaving her.

CHINA. 

London, Aug. 7. — A Times' dispatch 
from Foo Chow of this dato Bays that 
high authority asserts that poaco ia cer- 
tain. The American minister ia to arbi- 
trate, and a settlement will probably bo 
reached which will be acceptable to both 
[larties; but it is believed tho settlement 
will bo temporary only on tho French 
side, as the Chinese know that tho French 
aro anxious to act elsewhere. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 7.— Nothing further is 
hoard about Sheldon, tho English citizen, 
who said ho waa captured and hold for 
ransom in Kansas. Tho English govern- 
ment is satisfied that tho American au- 
thorities have done all they could to find 
him. It ia feared ho has boon killed by 
hia captora. 

London, Aug. 7.— Earl Granville, secre- 
tary of foreign affairs, has instructed Sir 
John Lumley, Rriti»h minister to thank 
ttaly for the support she gave the British 
proposals in the Egyptian conference. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, Aug. 7.— Tho grand jury yes- 
terday in presenting indictments against 
Cornwall and companions urged tho judge 
to prohibit tho publication of tho evi- 
dence. The judge atatod he would do 
what ho legally could, and commended 
the roqueat of tho grand jury to the dis- 
cretion and forbearance of tho press. 

MADAGASCAR. 
London', Aug. 7. — A lotter dated July 
tithauys: Tho Novas aro showing great 
spirit, and are determined to resist the 
French.

Hnviug boon frequontlj urged to 
glvo niy views upon tho uuilior of Lri- 
obinosis, aud having repeatedly excused 
myself heretofore in all cases, it may 
be well to briefly touch upon the sub- 
ject in the interest of scientific and 
perhaps international progress. 

If the American hog is invested with 
trichina) spiralis. I, for one, do not fa- 
vor his use as nu international bover- 
ago. Hero and in Boston, where tho 
American hog is largely cooked with 
tho bakod beans — which acts as an an- 
tidoto to tho spiral worm of conimorco 
— tho danger is slight, but when wo 
considor that Bismarck's constituents 
eat ham, sausage, and even fresh pork, 
raw, it is apt to provo disastrous on 
foroign shores. Tho spiral worm, 
whon raised to the IGOth degreo (Far- 
enheit), is not dangerous to health, 
and it is urged by some that whon well 
dono ho adds to tho llavor of pork. 

Trichina} spiralis is a parasite, qnios- 
cent, oneystod, nomatoid worm. Tho 
cash subscriber of Opinio/* is presented 
with this definition freely and cheerful- 
ly, and ho is earnestly requested to 
paste it in his hat and amuse himself 
with it when ho is lonely. He may al- 
so tie a line to it and fish with it if lie 
chooses. 

The trichina) remains encysted some- 
timos for years. Ho has encysted on 
doing this ever since mysolf and other 
scientists discovered him. Why ho 
should voluntarily continue his career 
as a nomatoid parasito, 1 cannot at this 
moment explain. However, I am still 
engagod in my labaratory upon a ham 
sandwich, and when 1 get it dissected 
I will make a fuller report, with much 
larger words in it than this. 

Dresden had eleven trichina) epidem- 
ics from 1860 to 1872, and in 1865, at 
Hedorslabon, out of 2,000 people, 3,000 
had trichinosis, and 101 died. It is 
said to bo a very disagreeable death to 
die. Ham sandwiches at railroad eat- 
ing-houses do not contaiu tricuiua). 
Thoro may have been trichina) in them 
when tho sandwiches were new, but 
thoro are none now. Trichina) can 
stand ovorythiug except eternity. 
Even the spiral worm must at last 
yield to the wheeling cycles of relent- 
less years. Put a little mustard on a 
railroad sandwich, and you can eat it 
as safely, so far as trichina) is concern- 
ed, as you could a slice of old red 
sand-stone with a piece of granito on 
each side of it. 

Man, the pig. the rat, and sometimes 
the cat have trichina'. It is said tho 
animal is very productive under favor- 
able oircumstances, multiplying and 
replenishing tho earth to a groat de- 
gree. During one week tho fomalo 
trichina: may become the proud moth- 
er of 2,000 little spirals, all twins and 
closely resembling each other in form, 
feature and general characteristics, 
and vet, if one of theso littlo ones gets 
stepped on and injured, she mourus 
and will not bo comforted, even after 
16,000 other littlo children have como 
to claim a mother's love. She still 
grieves for tho one that was ruthlessly 
squashed. 

1 will now describe tho trichina) so 
that if any reader of this scientific 
treatiso should meet ono on Arapahoo 
street ho could notify the police. 

Whon tho littlo trichina) is born into 
this world of sin, and before ho gets 
his oyos open, he is about l-200lhs of 
an inch in length, and rather pale, 
with a sad look in his face. At this 
age ho should be taken to somo seclud- 
ed spot and Paris green should be 
sprinkled on his or her tail, as the case 
may bo. 

In a week after tho birth of tho 
trichina) it may be found sumo distance 
away and quito active. He may bo 
found when ten days old as far east as 
the south-eastern part of the diaphragm 
or he may drift northward toward tho 
liver. 

We should learn from this to shun 
the lirst temptation to indulge in the 
maddening sausage, for one by ono it 
will weld its seductive links about you 
till at hist you are its slave. Lot us 
take warning from others and flee from 
the gildod hells where tho sausage is 
held to our lips by fair hands, and 
whose boautiful eyes beseech us to eat 
of it and die. I have oaten sausage 
myself, I know, but I have reformed 
now. I am no moro its slave. I can 
pass by a sausage now and look at it 
sternly in tho oye and say, "No, sir, 
you aro not my meat. I reck not 
whether thou art pork or pet poodle, 
thou canst not shake thy gory locks at 
me, thou trysting place of the quies 
cont, encysted, nomatoid parasite."— 
Bill Nye, in Denver Opinion. 



Chimes, and How they are Rung. 



Bells may bo rauir in two ways: first, 
by swinging them with rope and wheel; 
aud secondly, by striking them either 
upon the outside or inside with ham- 
mers, the bell itself being stationary. 
In England tho former method of ropo 
and wheel was almost universally 
adopted, requiring a man for each bell. 
From this method we uot tiiat interest- 
ing aud peculiarly English kind of 
chimo music known as the "changes," 
which gave England the name of tho 
Ringing Island. In Belgium, howovor, 
tho stationary method was used. 
Chimes played in this manner wore 
rung by one person and were callod 
carillons, because the Italian quadriglio 
or quadrille, "a dreary kind of dance 
music," was tho first over played upon 
them. To play upon carillons tho per- 
formers used an instrument known as 
the "clavecin," a kind of rough key- 
board arranged in semitones. Each 
key was connected by wire or ropo 
with a hammer, which struck tho bell 
when a sharp blow was given the key 
with a gloved list. This machiuo was 
necessarily extremely crude at first; 
and since chimes have never been 
played half so well as in the days of 
this iuvention, it is all the greater 
wonder that the art ever progressed at 
all. Recently some great masterpieces 
in chimo music have been found, which 
were composed and played at Louvain 
in the latter half of tho last century, 
by the most skillful and wonderful 
chimer who over lived, Matthias van 
don Ghoyn. No ono in Europe or 
America can now bo found who is able 
to play this music, which rivals in tho 
dopth and subtlety of its composition 
somo of tho finest works of Bach, Mo- 
zart, or Beethoven. Hence tho infer- 
ence is that tho art of playing curillous 
lias sadly declined, with small pros- 
pect of ovor recovering tho lost ground.
